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MAKING AND FILING OF ANNUAL REPORTS* 


REpoRT OF DirEcTorsS—“Within fifteen days after the expiration 
of each fiscal year of the city, incorporated town, township or village, 
the board of directors shall make a report of the condition of their 
trust on the last day of the fiscal year, to the city council, board of 
town auditors or board of trustees, as the case may be. This report 
shall be made in writing and shall be verified underoath by the sec- 
retary, or some other responsible officer of the board of directors. It 
shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various sums of money 
received from the library fund and from other sources; (b) an 
itemized statement of the objects and purposes for which those sums 
of money have been expended; (c) a statement of the number of 
books and periodicals available for use, and the number and charac- 
a ter thereof circulated; (d) a statement of the real and personal prop- 
4 erty acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise; (e) a 

statement of the character of any extensions of library service which 
have been undertaken; (f) a statement of the financial requirement 
of the library for the ensuing fiscal year, and of the amount of money 
in the judgment of the board of directors it will be necessary to levy 
for library purposes in the next annual ordinance; and (g) any other 
statistics, information and suggestions that may be of interest. A 
report shall also be filed, at the same time, with the Illinois State 
Library.” (As amended by an Act approved June 24, 1943.)

TAX RATES FOR LIBRARIES 


CITY libraries may levy up to one and two-tenths mills on the dollar of 
ee: assessed valuation. Some city library Boards seem to “se under the impression 
that the library tax is being levied at this rate, when ix: reality the city may be 
levying much less. 

(Look up the latest assessed valuation of your city, multiply that figure by 
one and two-tenths, and you will have the amount that may be levied without 
a referendum.) 

VILLAGE and TOWNSHIP libraries must have a referendum to levy a 
higher rate than they are now levying. (Jilinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 120, 
Section 643b.) With a referendum the rate may be raised to one mill on the 
latest assessed valuation. 

(It is wise to add 10 per cent to your proposed budget for collection costs 
so that you will realize the full amount that you have budgeted.) 

DISTRICT libraries may levy six-tenths of one mill on a dollar assessed 
valuation. On property assessed at $10,000.00, six dollars is the maximum tax 
possible for a district library. 

COUNTY libraries may levy two-thirds of one mill. 

Library Boards are not tax levying bodies. A budget must be submitted to 
the City Council, Village Board, Township or County Board, whichever the case 
may be, and it should be set up at a rate making good library service possible. 
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The Library Board should then take the budget before the tax levying body, 
preferably personally, in order to justify it in its entirety and answer questions 
that may come up concerning it at the Council or Board meeting. Board mem- 
bers are appointed (or elected) “according to their fitness for such office.” 
(Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 81, Section 2.) 


A. L. A. STANDARDS 


BOOK COLLECTION 


Quality—Public libraries should make available a liberal representation of 
the best literature of civilization. 

Book selection should aim at meeting reading needs common to all com- 
munities as well as the specific needs of each community. 

The book collection should be kept fresh and up to date. Do not hesitate to 
withdraw and discard obsolescent and outmoded books from the active collection. 

The number of volumes per capita in a public library should meet the 
minimum standards shown in the following table: 


Population of Library Area Volumes per Capita 
3.0 up to 25,000 vols. 
anne 2.5 up to 70,000 vols. 
ca 2.0 up to 175,000 vols. 
1.75 up to 300,000 vols. 
1.5 up to 1,000,000 vols. 
1.0 

REGISTRATION 


Registration standards are affected by city size, age groups, and the educa- 
tional levels of the adult population. The reason for variation are the same as 
in the case of circulation standards: wide variations in character of populations, 
marked differences in use of libraries by children and adults, and the effect upon 
percentages of using decennial census figures when the population has changed 
markedly. 

The number of registered borrowers in public library units should meet the 
following minimum quantitative standards, based on a three-year registration 
period: 

For adult borrowers: 20 to 40 per cent of the population 15 years of age 
and over. 

For juvenile borrowers: 35 to 75 per cent of the population from 5 through 
14 years of age. 

For both adult and juvenile borrowers the per cent of the population regis- 
tered will tend to rise as the population of the unit decreases. 


FINANCE 


The following minimum per capita standards of support are recommended 
for varying stages of development of library service in areas with 25,000 popu- 
lation and over: 


For limited or minimum service............. $1.50 per capita 
For reasonably good service. $2.00 per capita 


For libraries in areas of less than 25,000 population, exact per capita stand- 
ards of support do not apply.

BUILDING INFORMATION 


According to information received at the State Library from a number of 
librarians who have moved into a new building recently, of particular importance 
is the trend toward ready access and ease of operation— 

Central location; 

Entrance on or near street level—no more high steps; 

No second floor; (In one case, a partial second floor.) 

Few basements, and those used primarily for heating unit and club room; 

Ceilings range from 7% to 15 feet; 

Size of building depends upon present population and the expectation for its 
increase; 

Locally known architects were chosen by the Library Board because of ex- 
perience with public buildings. (In one case, the one requesting the lowest fee.) 
One Library Board secured a list of architects from the Institute of Architects, 
then conducted personal interviews. Architects’ fees average from 6 to 10 
per cent; 

Size and design of building submitted by architect to Library Board based 
on amount of money available, size and location of site, and ease and economy 
of operation. 


| | 
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The librarian and Library Board make the final decision on building plans 
and details. In one case representatives from a sponsoring club helped make the 
choice of building. 

These buildings were financed by a special bond issue voted by the people. 


ILLINOIS MUNICIPAL RETIREMENT PLAN 


Quoting from a letter received July 17, 1953, from the Executive Director 
of the Fund: 

“Although the amendments of 1951 were voluminous, there were not many 
basic changes made in the Act at that time. Only two were significant. 

“First, the amendments provided for a widow’s annuity, as a substitute for 
the death benefit, in some cases, and also provided for a widow’s annuity after 
retirement and subsequent death. Provision was also made for male employees 
to contribute an additional 142% of earnings for widow’s annuity purposes. For- 
merly, there was no benefit for the widow after the retirement of her husband, 
except that the law did provide for payment to the survivor of any balance of 
the employee’s contributions remaining in the Fund after deducting the sum of 
annuities paid to the retired employee. The provision for widows’ annuities 
after retirement, therefore, was a new benefit for those persons who qualified. 

“Second, the 1951 amendments provided for the inclusion of all cities, vil- 
lages, and incorporated towns which have attained a population in excess of 
10,000 inhabitants, based upon the Federal Census. Either a decennial or special 
census can so determine. 

“In the 1953 session just closed, there were six amending bills directly 
affecting the Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund Act: S.B. 190, H.B. 214, 
H.B. 270, H.B. 271, H.B. 272, and H.B. 273. The last four mentioned bills were 
purely technical in nature, inasmuch as their purpose was only to combine the 
several forms of certain sections in the Act. 

“S.B. 190 permits city hospital employees to participate in the Fund at their 
individual option. 

“H.B. 214 corrects a situation which arose in providing for widows’ annuities. 
As mentioned above, a widow’s annuity was provided by an amendment in 1951, 
which was to apply as stipulated in the Act, both to widows of active employees 
and widows of annuitants. If the widow of an active employee could qualify 
for an annuity, which could be as low as $10.00 per month, the amending bill 
in 1951 offered no other benefit. The death benefit of an average year’s earnings 
would not be payable. If the widow could not qualify for the widow’s annuity, 
the death benefit was payable. Generally, the more service the deceased em- 
ployee had and the greater the age of the deceased employee at the time of 
death, the greater was the possibility that the widow would qualify for the 
widow’s annuity which was often small and could be of lesser value than the 
death benefit. H.B. 214 will allow widows to exercise a choice as to which 
benefit shall be payable, the death benefit or the widow’s annuity, provided only 
that the deceased was a participant in the Fund before July 17, 1951, the date 
upon which the widow’s annuity was enacted into law.”

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REGIONAL LIBRARY SERVICE IN ILLINOIS 


A system of Regional Library Service Centers are being operated in Illinois 
through the cooperation of the Illinois State Library with public libraries in 
strategic trading centers. 


REGION 1 

DeKalb—Sixty miles west of Chicago, the Board of the Haish Memorial 
Public Library is furnishing quarters for Regional service and promoting group 
meetings for public librarians and trustees in the area. An initial collection of 
10,000 books and material are furnished by the Illinois State Library. A field 
consultant is also on duty at stated days for individual and group consultation 
at the Center. A clerk of the State Library staff is on duty with the consultant 
to provide clerical and “carry to car” service. The field consultant visits the 
libraries in the area and advises with Library Boards on requests. Thirty-seven 
libraries in the area are participating in this service to date. The Regional 
Service Center was opened May, 1952. 

The area between the Rock and the Mississippi Rivers in Northern Illinois 
is served on the same basis at the Savanna Public Library. Recordings are also 
available to the area from this Service Center. It was opened March, 1953. 


REGION 2 


The Illinois State Library maintains a Regional Depository in Chicago 
through the cooperation of the Chicago Public Library. Consultants on the staff 
of the State Library work with librarians in the area and members of Library 
Boards for the improvement of their local service. 


REGION 3 


The headquarters of the Regional librarian is at the Court House in Kan- 
kakee. With a clerical staff and 40,000 books, the resident Regional librarian, 
of the Illinois State Library staff, consults with librarians and Boards and loans 
materials to p:blic and school libraries in Region 3 and parts of Regions 1 and 2 
in the vicinity. 

The Withers Public Library Board at Bloomington, 131 miles south and 
west of Chicago, is offering Regional library service to the libraries in the trad- 
ing area. The Regional Service Center, on the ground floor of the Withers Public 
Library, is supplied with State Library materials, including a collection of 8,000 
books, and staffed daily by the Withers Library staff. A Regional librarian of 
the Illinois State Library is scheduled at the Center on stated days for consul- 
tation. Group meetings for librarians and Board members are promoted in order 
to unify the group. This Regional Service Center was opened May, 1953. 

Similar Regional service to that given at the Savanna Service Center is 
offered the libraries of the Mattoon trading area of more than eight counties by 
the Board of the Mattoon Public Library. Mattoon is 180 miles south of Chi- 
cago and 84 miles east of Springfield. This Regional Service Center was opened 
August, 1953 with an initial collection of 8,000 books. 

The opening of other Regional Service Centers is anticipated in the near 
future.

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CONTRACT SERVICE 


Illinois library laws make it possible for a number of libraries to operate as 
one unit through contract service. Several libraries of similar size may join 
their forces to strengthen the service of both. Residents of a small community 
may have library service from a neighboring library by means of a contract be- 
tween local authorities and the Library Board. 

The contract may be for complete library service, including books, materials 
and personnel; or it may be for either materials or personnel; or for materials 
and the privilege of having the librarians act as local consultant. 

Contracts in the past may have failed because they were motivated by a 
missionary spirit rather than sound business principles. If material is out-of- 
date on the shelves of one community, why should it be up-to-date for some 
other community? 

There are no legal limitations to the terms of contracts. The following is a 
sample contract that may serve as a model: 

The Bookville Public Library Contract for service to the residents of 
Roundboro. 

This agreement made and concluded at Bookville, Illinois, this tenth day of 
July by and between the Bookville Library and the Roundboro Community Club 
covers the following: 

Since Roundboro wishes to increase its library facilities it has been agreed: 

First. 2,000* volumes selected from the Bookville Public Library collection 
will be sent for a period of 3 months with extension of time permitted upon 
request. Specific requests will be supplied in so far as is possible without cur- 
tailing service to borrowers in Bookville. 

Second. Any fines collected shall be the property of the Roundboro library. 

Third. Care and transportation to and from the Roundboro library shall 
be the responsibility of the Bookville library. 

Fourth. Any damaged or lost books shall be compensated for by the Round- 
boro Community Club. 

Fifth. For these loan collections, the Roundboro Community Club agrees to 
pay $2,000.00* per year, in either annual, semi-annual or quarterly installents. 

Sixth. The librarian of the Roundboro library shall have the privilege of 
attending the meetings of the staff of the Bookville Public library and to consult 
with the librarian upon any and all subjects pertaining to the library service at 
Roundboro. 

Seventh. The residents of Roundboro shall enjoy all the privileges of the 
Bookville Library; their borrowers’ cards will entitle them to borrow books from 
the Bookville Library. 

Eighth. The quarters, furniture, supplies, equipment and custodian or 
librarian shall be furnished by the Roundboro Community Club. 

Ninth. This agreement is to take effect July 15, 1953. It may be terminated 
at the option either of the Board of Trustees of the Bookville Library or of the 
Roundboro Community Club provided at least three (3) months prior notice is 
given.

SMALL-CITY LIBRARY FIGURES 


Supplementing its annual reports on public library statistics in cities of 
100,000 people or more the U. S. Office of Education (Service to Libraries Sec- 
tion), has made a compilation of figures from public library systems in cities of 
50,000-99,999 population, for the fiscal year ending in 1952. The report covers 
120 library systems under municipal control. Only two cities failed to provide 
figures. The 120 systems covered spent $1,694,860 for books and periodicals in 
fiscal year 1952, out of over $11,000,000 total expenditures for all operations by 
these libraries. The 120 systems served 9,716,299 people, owned 1.3 volumes per 
capita, circulated 3.9 books per capita and spent $1.15 per capita for all opera- 
tions, including a little under 18 cents per capita for books and periodicals. In 
the cities of 100,000 or more people, the expenditure for books and periodicals, 
per person served, is also a little under 18 cents.
